President Ripley’s letter, addressed to 
Chairman Knapp of the commission, is: 

*“ Since requesting a rehearing in the mat- 
ter of the investigation of New Mexico coal 
rates I have been furnished with notes of 
evidence already taken, and find that there 
is no testimony to support the criticisms of

NO ARBITRATION OF WAR DEBTS 
President, Urging Ratification of Treat- 
ies, Gives ‘Views in Letter to 

Senator Cullom. 


Washington, D. Jan, 11.—Presiaent 
Roosevelt in a letter to Senator Cullom urg- 
ing. the ratification of the Hay arbitration 
treaties, says under no circumstances could 
the claims for war debts against southern 
states be made a matter of arbitration 
oo general government. The letter is ap fol- 

ws: 

White House, Washington, D. C., Jan. 10.—My 


tfie general arbitration treaties now before the 
senate that suggestions have been made to the 
effect that under them it might be possible to con- 
sider as matters for arbitration claims against 
certain states of 
state debts. 

I write*to say, what ‘of course you personally 
know,- that’ under no conceivable circumstances 
could any such construction of the treaty be for a 


moment entertained by any president. The holders 


of state debts take them with full knowledge of the 
constitutional Hmitations upon their recovery. 
through any action of the national government, and 
must rely solely on state credit. Such a claim 
against a state could under no conditions be sub-' 
mitted by the general government as a matter for 
arbitration; any more than such a élaim against 
a county or municipality could be thus submitted 
for arbitration. 

The objection to the ‘celebs amendment on 
the subject is that it Is a mere matter of surplusage 
and that it is undesirable when the form of these 
treaties already has been agreed to by the several 
powers concerned, needlessly to add certain defini- 


which deal with a matter of the relation of the 
federal government to the states which it is of 
course ‘out of the question ever to submit to the 
arbitration of any outside tribunal; and which it 
is certainly absurd and probably mischievous to 
treat as possible to be raised by the president or 
by any foreign power. No one would even think 
of such a matter as being one for arbitration or for 
any diplomatic negotiation whatever. Moreover, 
these treaties run.only for a term of five years; 
until the end of that period they will certainly be 
in accordance with the above ex- 
pressed.

DISCUSS NEWLANDS’ BILL. 


Senator Would Have Nation Construct, 
Control, and Operate Railroads 
| to Kill Rebates. — 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 11.—Mr. Newlands 
addressed the senate today on the joint reso- 
lution which he introduced some days ago, 
which provides for a commission with tn- 
structions to frame a national incorporation 
| act for the construction and consolidation of 
railroads engaged in interstate commerce. 

Mr. Newlands said it was time to ignore 
state lines {nm the construction, operation, 
and management of the railroads, thet the 
power sought was constitutional and in- 
volved no contradiction of the democratic 
views as to the reserved powers of the state 
and local self-government. 

The senator heki that because of the re- 
lations of rallroade to interstate commerce 
and the jurisdiction of congress over inter- 
state commerce, congress had a clear right 
to exempt interstate railngads, incorporated 
under national legisiation;-from all state or 
local taxation, and from the regulation ot 
rates by such states: 

He advocated an increase of the aushestty 
of the interstate commerce commission, so 
as to authorize it to regulate rates. He 
said the consolidation of the control of the 
railroads, now exercised by all the states, in 
the national commission, would have the de- 
sirable effect of. destroying rebates. ; 

Such control he contended would be advan- 
tageous to the railroads in that it would re- 
lieve them from the oppreseions of varying 
conditions of popular Judgment and take 
them out of politics. 

The statehood bill was taken up and an 
amendment agreed to, which would have the 
effect of leaving the location of the capital 
to thedegislature of Oklahoma.

. Doom of the Dark Horse. : 
The convention cannot cansider the name 
of any candidates but those who are voted 


for at the primary. In the convention, ifany | 


candidate got.a majority of votes in the 
primary district, he gets the votes of all the 
delegates from that district. If, however, no 
candidate receivee a majority in the primary 
district,. then the delegates from that dis- 
trict are.to be divided pro rata in the conven- 
tion, according to the strength shown by the 
various candidates. .. 

It is. possible, under this arrangement, in 
a district having only one-delegate and eight 


majority, the lone delegate might be divided 
up into quarters, tenths, fifteenths, and 
twentieths. It might happen at times that 
the convention would need an expert ac- 
countant more than it would need a chair- 
man. ‘ 

When a yote is taken this way in conven- 
tion, the candidate receiving a majority of 
the delegate ‘vote is the nominee. There is 
no provision in the proposed law for a con- 
tingency which might easily happen where 
no candidate received the vote of a majority 
of the delegates. 

The inference is, however, that after the 


first ballot, if it shows no choice, the dele- | 


tes can consider themselves released from 
the instructions and vote as they choose. 


In State Conventions.. 

The same procedure appiies to the state con- 
vention, except there the. counties are the 
unit, qnetend of the primary districts. Ifany 
of the candidates for governor, for instance, 
receives a majority of the votes cast in the 
whole state he is the nominee, If nobody 
gets this majority, then the candidate who 
has received a majority in a county gets the 
entire vote of that county, and where there is 
nd majority in the county, the delegation is 
prorated according to the votes given to the 
several candidates. So also in the congres- 
sional and senatorial districts. 

The only exception to the rule that the 
convention cannot consider a candidate who 
was not before the primaries is where there 
is only one candidate for the nomination and | 
he has received not more than 20 per cent 
of the votes. Then the convention, by a four- 
fifths vote, can consider other candidates, 


How Committees Are Formed. 

The district committeemen are to be elected 
at the primaries,and they shall constitute the 
county committee, which shall choose a 
chairman. Thesé county chairmen shall 
form congressional and senatorial commit- 
tees in the districts of which their counties

The nw applies to all elective state and 
county offices, congressmen, mémbers of the 
legislature, and of the state board of equali- 
gation.

A Girect draft through it saves coctors’ 
bills, but in most houses the cellars are ee, 
letely underground, inactessible either to 
ht or to air. The wihé@ows are sunk below 
the surface of the yard or street, making a 
for soiled papers, rags, and trash of 
every description. Unless these sills are 
kept perfectly clear, so the window can be 
opened without dropping the trash into the 
cellar or squeezing it back on. itself. every 
breath of air supplied to the house through 
the cellar or furnace is polluted. Such mat- 
ter should bé burned or troyed as it accu- 
mulates, as there is no sense in cleaning out 
the pocket and leaving the trash in a pile 
above the ledge, wheré a. gust of or 
ge next rain brings it back. ‘

| are not washed from on 
year's end to andther and the surface of the 
glass presents a crust of soot and dirt that is 
fairly loathsome and quite sufficient to ob- 
struct the beneficent ray of light. 

It is not uncommon to find the walls under 
and around the casement streaked with 
greenish, more. or lese slimy etains. The 
prevailing superstition seems to be that this 
Campness trickles down thé wall and is ab- 
sorbed somehow by the earth. Usually the 
fault is not in the wall, but in the setting of 
the casentent, and can be corrected by hav- 
Ing all the cracks hetween the framework 
and the wall filled in with a generous supply 
of mortar. Attention to this one detail often 
changes a damp cellar to a ary cellar. 

The only other cause for dampnese is an 
earth floor. When a house is built on made 
ground the sooner the floor is cemented the 
better for the health of the house dwellers. 

Another remedy Hes in the whitewashing 
of the walle and ceiling. Especial attention 
is called to the fact that the ceiling as well 
es the walle should be whitewashed. Where 
the céiling of a cellar forme the floor of the 
first story this is doubly important, as it 
preserves the wood and destroys the lairs of 
spiders and other household pests that would

NO CHANCE TO GET BACK. 


Ann Arbor Board Decides to Sup- 
port Recently Suggested 
Freshman Clause. 


Ann Arbor, 
Ralph Rose, Michigan's great athiete, was 
barred tonight from ever competing for the 
University of Michigan again. The Michi- 
gan board of contro] of athletics took this 
official action. 

The ruling bars Rose not ently from com- 
peting at the western conference but also 
from representing Michigan in any meet 
against any college or athletic association 
whatever. The action was taken under rule 
18 of the western conference. 

The attitude of Michigans beerd iexves no 
hope for the phenomenal shot putter. The 
board said that even if Rose had an excellent 
excuse for disobeying Michigan’s instruc- 
tions net to compete for the Chicago Athletic 
association during Christmas vacation the 
Michigan board could not even listen to his 
appeal for a reconsideration. By competing 
for another organization than his own col- 
lege, without the consent of that college, and 
in open defiance of instructions, he has vio- 
lated not merely a Michigan ruling but a 
conference law. This act, the board says, 
takes the case entirely’ out of Mi ‘s 
hands. In no case can Rose's eligibility be 
| reconsidered unt the conference meetsnext 
June, and the Michigan board will not then 
stand by him, even.so much as to recom- 
mend his reinstatement. 

This announcement. created little disap- 
pointment In the student body. Rose's lack 
of loyalty to Michigan in willfully exposing 
himself to ineligibility has turned even. his 
friends into critics. 

The Michigan board isin favor of the fresh- 
man eligibility rule proposed by the confer- 
ence last fall.

ALD. BUTLER BRINGS ACTION 
_ AGAINST CITY COUNCIL. 


Fellow Menibers, with Mayor and 
Clerk, Named in Application for 
Writ of Certiorari te Compel. Them 
te Take from Records the Entries 
Reflecting on Him—Asserted the 
Resolation of Censure Is “Illegal, 
Void, and Libelous.” 


Hubert W. Butler, the. Twenty-seventh 
ward alderman, arrayed himself in the Cir- 
cult court yesterday against the mayor of 
Chicago, the city clerk, and his fellow mem- 
bers of the city council. He demands the is- 
suance of a writ of certiorari which will 
compel these officials to clear his name on 
the council records. 

In his petition Ald. Butler represents that 
in connection with his charges of bribery 
when the council was considering the North- 
western “ L’’ extension ordinance a resolu- 
tion of censure was passed, “ 
a continuing libel.”’

HAS RENDERING PLANT LAW. 


Council Committee Abolishes District 
for Such Establishments and Fa- 
wors License Fee. 


The council committee on rendering plants 
practically completed its labors yesterday, 


and has prepared the draft of an ordinance 
for the regulation and control of rendering 
and slaughtering establishments. It was de- 
cided not to define any district in which 
such plants might be located. ‘Existing and 
future concerns, however, must obtain per- 
mission from the entire council for the loca- 
tions which they desire to occupy. 

The ordinance provides first for the pay- 
ment of a license fee of $1,000 a for 
rendering and slaughtering plants, or $500 
for rendering plants alone, Application must 


} be made to the city council for a permit, 


which may be renewed each year by the 
mayor, provided there is no protest. If a 
majority of the aldermen from the ward in 
which a plant is located and the contiguous 
wards protest against the plant, the mayor 
shall refuse to renew the permit until it 
again has been passed upon by the council. 
The committee will meet again one week 
from today to hear protests against the o 
dinance.

He probably will die. His victims were:

MILLER, MARTHA, 2% years old; two bullet 
wounds; head and face cut with razor; died soon 
afterward at German hospital. 

MILLER, MARY, 1% years old; ehot near heart; 
G@ied at once. 
The husband, who is 27 years old, was taken 

to the Alexian Brothers’ hospital. ; 


Two Families Are Aroused.. _. 
The family occupied a flat on the second 
floor of the bullding. There were two other 
families on the first and second floors, and 
all of these were awakened by the shots and 
the sereame of Mrs, Miller. Herman 
brecht, living below, heard the struggle and 
rushed to the hallway. Heeaw Mra Miller 
stagger from the kitchen to the hall and fall 
at the head of the staira. Albrecht told a 
neighbor to call the police, and Gertrude 
Folk, 20 years ol, ran te the Miller flat from 
that of her parents, adjoining. As Mra. 
Miller saw her she moaned: cag 
“Pray for me, lam dying.” 
The young woman on e the flat 
found Miller and his daughter ha on 


placed Martha in a bed in a room adjoining, 
from which the child was taken to the.hos- 


pital, 

Baby in Burning Cradle. : 

was found tn her cradle Smoke 
filled theroom. Severai persons had entered, 
and they found it was coming from the bed- 
clothing in. the crib. After removing the 
child and extinguishing the blaze, they saw 
the victim was dead.

She had me go 
over several weeks ago and take a revolver 
away from him, but Miller came to my house 
later and made me give it up. That,is the 
one he used in the murder.” 

It is said that two or three weeks ago Mil- 
ler attempted to asphyxiate himeeif and his 
family, but was frustrated by his wife.
